-Many inches of snow cover the country 
as far us the eye can see. The ridges 
are snow filled. Avalanche upon ava- 
lanche has tumbled into the trenches, in- 
flicting untold suffering upon the sol- 
diers- therein. More men have been in- 
capacitated by the ravages of the cold 
than by Russian bullets, and it is no 
common sight to meet whole groups of 
Japanese soldiers prostrate in the deep 
snow unable to move, benumbed with 
the cold, their hands, feet and faces frost 
bitten and the driving snow piling 
over them like a living grave. 

From the first moment of the struggle 
to the hour when the last telegram re- 
ceived here was sent, a blinding snow- 
storm has been howling over the battle- 
field. The descriptions received here 
make it 1 almost incredible that General 
Kuropntkia should have decided to begin 
his advance movement in the face of 
such conditions. But ho doubtless figur- 
ed that his men would be more im- 
pervious to the terrible cold and lash- 
ing mm\ than the Japanese. He was 
correct, inasmuch as those of the Japa- 
nese reserves which were sent out to 
meet the attack suffered most und went 
against the storm ere they came within 
rangtj of the enemy's guns. At times tho 
movements of the regiments were so 
slow that they seemed to be rooted in 
the snow, only swaying slightly forward 
under the pressure of the blizzard. 

Field Marshal Oyama's despatches 
have convinced the military authorities 
here that he was by no means anxious to 
engage in that battle, and in fact per- 
mitted the Russians to take several po- 
sitions dn his vicinity to save the troops 
from the unspeakable strain of lighting 
in tlie storm. But the Russian ndvauco 
was made with such energy and deter- 
mination 'by large bodies of troops oc- 
cupying miles of ground that Ovama 
finally decided to accept the challenge.

WARSAW PAPERS 
APPEAR ONCE MORE 

Resume Publication But Under 
Vigorous Censorship— Strikes 
In Other Cities. 



Warsaw, Feb. a,— Warsaw newspa- 
pers reappeared this morning after 
eight days' suspension of publication. 
They are subjected to the most severe 
ceiiisorship under the orders of the min- 
ister of the interior. (Most of the shops 
reopened today, but only a few of tlio 
strikers returned to work. Scattered 
instances of violence were reported to- 
day. A .student of the university was 
killed this morning by a striker and an- 
other workman who had .been in com- 
munication with the military authori- 
ties w;is killed. 

The workmen of a factory attempted 
to resume their employment today, but 
strikers entered the building and de- 
molished tihe machinery. Most of the 
strikers apparently are not yet willing 
to return to work. 

Workmen in nil the sugar factories 
of Poland, which number 42, struck on 
Fob. 2. These factories have been 
working dny and night to supply the 
troops in Manchuria. 

The employees of the iron works at 
'Sosnovic struck today. Later reports 
from I/odx say the disturbances there 
ended quietly. The militia fired one 
volley killing two and wounding two, 
tt'iid the rioters immediately fled. The 
town is now quiet. There is a report 
from Itadogoszez that a mob there kill- 
ed one officer and two soldiers. A gen- 
eral strike began this morning at Papu- 
'banica.

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THE WATERWORKS. 

The tentative agreement bet-wcen the 
<-ity and the British Columbia Electric 
Railway Company, published in yester- 
day's Colonist, togetluer with -Mayor 
Bairmntrd's fotenpretation of its terms', 
twill Cuiraisli food for thought to die 
tnatppnyers of Victoria for some time 
to come, TJio position taken by His 
Worship the Mayor, und presumably ic- 
quieseod ill iby a majority of the Board 
of Aldermen for 1904, is possibly coa-- 
treet from die iwiint of view of tibo.se 
gentlemen, but there appears to be an 
important ifaet underlying their conclu- 
sions and seemingly overlooked by them 
wliirli would place the city in a far bet- 
ter and more indepondenl position it' 
acted upon. Tliis is the opinion ex- 
pressed by three eminent counsel, to 
whom the case was submitted, That phc 
city posses.ses ipni-amount right to util- 
ize the sources of water supply within 
a wide radius of its boundaries. If 
t hat opinion possesses any value, and 
Mayor Barnard expresses the conviction 
that it is correct, I'Iicmi there should be 
no occasion for the city to enter into 
any agreement as to what it should 
do in installing a new system of water- 
works. If the city has the absolute 
right to take water from whatever 
source it Buds the most available, why 
should it abrogate that right in rh» 
interests or to serve the convenience of 
any private individual or corporation? 
The Esquimau Water Company lias 
rights which must be respected, but 
at those rights stand in the way of the 
public health and the general weH-bedus 
Of tflio community, they merely become 
« subject for arbitration or expropria- 
tion. The position which the city coun- 
cil ihns taken in the mutter wonld seem 
to the ordinary mind over punctilious 
where the city's rights are pitted au-ainsr 
those of a couple of private corpora- 
tions. The fair play spirit of the prop- 
erty owners of Victoria may he depend- 
ed upon to respct the vested rights of 
tho Esquimau Waterworks Company 
and tthosc of the I!. C. Electric" Rail- 
way Company, when a disturbance of 
those rights is rendered necessary by 
the public need, hut in the meantime 
it were well that the city's paramount 
rights should be considered primarily' 
and that every precaution should !>•• 
taken that they are not ill any manner 
imperilled by a too complaisant theaiiron- 
ing to the arguments of interested cor- 
porations. 

Until such time as Mr. Adam*, the 
■Sam Francisco expert, who lias been 
engaged to make a report on the water- 
works .situation, ihas completed his task, 
it i senseless to discuss this proposed 
agreement, which at first glance appears 
to contain provisions and conditions 
which will require the most careful con- 
sideration before being seriously enter- 
tained as a final arrangement. Indeed, 
in looking over the whole situation, the 
question naturally presents itself, wtiy 
the city should, at this stage, fee! tho 
'necessity of entering into any agreement 
with the tramway company. If the 
city is supreme in the premises, it wi'i 
bo time enough to consider the com- 
pany's ease when the determination of 
a source of supply and a new water- 
works system have been arrived at. 
Then the tramway company, or any 
other large consumers of water, should 
he given full opportunity to secure a 
supply from the city on the best teiuw 
which they can make, but in the mean- 
time the question sho,, hi he left open 
cud all large consumers should be given 
an fniml chance, for it is surely nol 
I he intention of the city i-ouueil ro .-ad- 
die the community with a monopoly . 



nels which will enable him' to survive in 
tho struggle for existence under eivilUed 
conditions. 

In so far as some few 1 tribes are con- 
cerned it would appear as if there were 
something endemic in their constitution 
which suggest;; their ultimate disappear- 
ance, unless it can be discovered and 
remedied. It may be admitted, morover, 
with regard to the race generally, that 
it might succumb if exposed on the 
threshold of contact with civilization to 
its vices and left to cope with the super- 
ior knowledge of the unscrupulous, but 
it has be-on amply demonstrated in the 
older Provinces that with protection and 
education the Indian can hold his own 
in till essential respects. It is, however, 
with his physical constitution that wo 
are more concerned in this connection, 
and it cannot be denied that there is 
I prevalent among the Indians a scrofulous 
i condition, generally hereditary, which 
predisposes them to mesenteric cousump- 
j tion, and still more to phthisis and other 
pulmonary, bronchial and catarrhal nffeo- 
' tions more or less kindred. Upon this 
'morbid constitutional condition the first 
effect of civilization, apart from its vices, 
is injurious, the chief cause being the 
| change from the open-air life to the 
vitiated ntmospliere of the small, over- 
crowded, dark and ill- vent ilat eil houses 
which are first substituted for the tepe-i 
I Of the wigwam, constituting a condition 
which, aggravated by unclean habits, 
' particularly that of promiscuous expec- 
toration, produces the necessary colidi- 
\ious for the development and propaga- 
tion Of tic diseases referred to. As u 
consequence the comparative sanitary 
state of the Indians at this stage during 
I any given year, resolves itself very much 
into a question as to whether atmos- 
pheric conditions during the winter and 
the spring have been favorable or other- 
wise for the development of the diseases 
enumerated. The unusual severity of 
hist winter affected the general health 
detrimentally, and increased the deatll 
rate, but so far as the future preserva- 
tion of the race is concerned the hopeful 
feature -is that the baneful effects were 
largely confined to bands w hich have not 
yet conic under the influence of improved 
food, dfess, dwellings, personal habits, 
etc., etc., which are so greatly alleviat- 
ing, if not eradicating, the main cause 
of excessive mortality. 

Despite the unfavorable season, it is 
encouraging to observe that in every 
Province excepting that of British Co- 
lumbia, the birth has exceeded the death 
rate, and of the 109 deaths In excess or 
births in the excepted Province si oc- 
curred in the West Coast agency, and 
'.be majority are directly attributable to 
the determined obstinacy with which 
these particular Indians cling to their 
pothiches, and in connection therewith 
congregate mid crowd together in a man- 
ner which produces the most unsanitary 
conditions.

C. P. It. EXAMINATIONS. 

What Employees Must Co Through Before 
Securing Promotions. 

The C. P, It. Is making rapid progress In 
the examination of employees, which Is be- 
ing held at the present time on the cen- 
tral division, says the Winnipeg Free Press. 
This examination Is something of an in- 
novation, but lins been Introduced to fur- 
ther safeguard the traveling public. 

Before any employee of the company Is 
given a position In the service which will 
put him In charge of the handling of 
trains In any way he must pass an exam- 
ination. Then before promotion to a high- 
er position he Is again examined In all 
Hie rules of the company. For Instance, a 
brakeuian or fireman must know all the 
signals such as Hags, lights, whistles of 
air signals, which are used In train hand- 
ling. Before being promoted to the position 
of conductor or engineer ho must undergo 
a still further examination to see that he 
knows all the general train and Interlock- 
ing rules, and must pass a written exam- 
ination, The same rule applies to telegraph 
operators before they are promoted to the 
position of despa tcher. There are three 
sets of these examination papers. One for 
operators, on" for conductors and engineers, 
and the third for firemen, brakemen anil 
switchmen. Approximately half of the 
men on the central division have already 
received their examination papers on this 
supplementary, and the whole list wl'l In- 
completed before the winter Is over. The 
idea of these examinations at the present 
time Is not only for the sr fe-guardlng of 
the public, but also because a better work- 
ing knowledge of the rules will facilitate 
train handling.

A meeting of fruit growers took place, 
at tiie government hniildinga yesterday 
with reference to the quest. ion of find- 
ing ways and means of utilizing the 
surplus products. „ 

At the recent annual mooting of tho 
Victoria Fruit Growers' Association tiliis 
matter was discussed, «nd a committed 
was aip)>ointed to investigate and report 
to .the executive with regard to a num- 
ber of propositions. This commit!, mi 
submitted its report yesterday. 

Although negotiations ore still pond- 
ing proposals have mow boon Niilliciciil- 
ly advanced to give the assurance that 
arrangements wiill he completed before 
the time of harvesting arrives this year, 
for tho disposal of surplus smaJJ fruits, 
dulled apples, etc., wtllfch .have thitherto 
been tihrown upon the market to tho 
disadvantage of the industry. 

The association is negotiating with a 
number of local concerns looking to the 
establishment of a factory for the manu- 
facture of jams and jellies, cider and 
other commodities obtainable from or- 
chard truck and small fruits. 

During the coining season, according 
to the estimate of a local grower, about 
100 tons of strawlienries vrijl be raised 
in the vicinity of Victoria. About one- 
half of this product will .be shdpipcd to 
the Northwest. A considerable part of 
the remainder, which because of size, 
quality, con. lit inn or other reasons, fails 
to Hud a market, will he turned into Che 
Factory ami converted into those wide 
delicacies such as jams mid jellies, for 
whi.-h there is adways a ready sale. 

Then there aire the culled nipples to 
deal with, of which from live to tell 
thousand boxes are exposed in the local 
markets everv voar, t<> the detriment of 
the trade. The idea was to have this 
<dass of fruit m-naiufiictured into cider 
and iellv, or put through the evaporating 
process.
